Can You Spare A Dime, and what Roberts called ''that 
socialist song" - This Land Is Your Land - also written by 
Guthrie. 

And then there was the song Keep On The 
Sunny Side. Written in 1899 and popularized by the 
famous musical family The Carters in 1928, the song most 
assuredly helped the struggling throngs during mass 
migrations from the Dust Bowl to the land of plenty, 
California. 

Roberts 
briefly noted 
that the father 
and son team 
Charles and 
Alan Lomax 
was singularly 
responsible for 
ensuring that 
many of the 
songs of the 
American folk 
music genre 
weren't lost 
forever. 

Charles Lomax was a talented man for all seasons. 
He studied anthropology and blended that with his deep 
understanding and appreciation for music. He was at 
different times in his heydays a disc jockey, singer, talent 
scout, filmmaker, and producer for all media outlets, 
including TV. He inspired a deep musical appreciation in 
his son. It's fitting that the senior Lomax has been called 
an "ethnomusicologist." 

The Lomaxes traveled the back roads and byways 
of the U.S. carrying with them a 500-pound recording 
device, which was used to capture all types of indigenous 
music from Appalachian scores to the soulful sounds of 
the Delta. The Lomaxes believed it was critical to record 
these sounds so unique to the country; music that spoke 
to the masses because they were the experiences of the 
people told through words and music. 

Charles Lomax, through his education and in-field 
pursuits, believed that folk music and dance were used 
as survival strategies that evolved as humans progressed 
through experimentation and adaption; that these forms 
of expression exposed and strengthened the human spirit.

The American Beech Tree 

By George B. Emmons 

The American Beech Tree is quite different from 
other deciduous species because, instead of dropping its 
leaves in autumn, it retains them attached to the branches 
until spring. Biologists label this delayed leaf shedding by 
the scientific term "marcescence." 

Apparently, the beech tree's benefit from the 
phenomena is well founded. Marcescence foliage is a 
deterrent to browsing deer by hiding its buds behind 
clusters of dead leaves to secretly survive in position and 
launch new growth in the spring. When the leaves do 
drop, they deliver a rich compost of organic material for 
growth of new juvenile shoots under the parent tree. This 
residue can then create a trap to keep in late snow, like a 
fence, for needed moisture. Even a small amount can be 
beneficial in a dry season. 

We all know that the foliage of trees is a vital life 
supporting 
system by a 
process called 
photosynthesis. 

When the leaf 
breathes, water 
is drawn up 
from the roots to 
be recombined 
into sugars 
and starches. 

This produces 
oxygen into 
the air for us 

all to breathe. But when the freezing temperatures of late 
autumn cut off this circulation of chlorophyll, it strangles 
their circulation. 

They then morph from green into the spectacular 
flaming shades of bright red, deep orange, and yellow. 
This panorama of spectacular presentation draws tourists 
to the leaf peeping deciduous belts of color all the way up 
to Canada, whose national symbol is, appropriately, the 
red maple leaf.

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Town Clerk Indicted on 
Criminal Larceny Charges

Marion Town Clerk Ray Pickles has been indicted 
by a statewide grand jury for allegations that he stole over 
$610,000 during his last six years serving as the executive 
director for the Carver, Marion, Wareham Regional Refuse 
Disposal District. 

Pickles was fired from his 45-year position as 
executive director in January 2018 when the District's 
board comprised of members from the three towns 
noticed significant financial inconsistencies. 

Pickles also served 29 years as the town 
administrator of the Town of Marion from 1972-2001. 

In a press release on March 18, Attorney General

Maura Healey and Inspector General Glenn Cunha 
announced that Pickles, 85, was indicted on larceny 
charges after months of investigation in partnership with 
the Marion Police Department and with the cooperation 
with the District's three towns. 

Pickles faces criminal charges of six counts of 
Larceny over $250. 

Authorities allege that Pickles maintained two 
District bank accounts to which only he had access and 
from which he wrote checks out to himself, and also 
established accounts under the District in two other 
banks - accounts that only Pickles knew existed. Pickles 
is accused of depositing checks intended for the District 
into these accounts and allegedly used the money to make 
payments on his personal credit cards and also withdrew 
cash for personal use. 

"Authorities further allege that Pickles billed the 
District for services he did not perform and used District 
funds to pay for personal expenses," it states in the press 
release. 

A second defendant has also been criminally 
charged in connection with the allegations against Pickles, 
former CMWRRDD board chairman and former Carver 
health agent Robert Tinkham, Jr. 

Tinkham, 57, is accused of accepting a total of 
$65,000 in payments while chairman of the District's 
board for inspectional services he did not perform, paid to 
him by Pickles who was the only person who had access 
to those District accounts. 

Tinkham faces criminal charges of one count of 
Larceny over $250 and one count of Presentation of False 
Claims. 

Pickles and Tinkham will be arraigned at a 
later date in Plymouth Superior Court, and prosecuting 
the case are Special Assistant Attorneys General John 
Brooks and Ashlee Logan of the Inspector General's 
Investigations Division with assistance from Chief Trial 
Counsel James O'Brien of the AG's Criminal Bureau. 

Lead Investigator Logan Davis and Analyst/ 
Investigator Will Bradford from the Inspector General's 
Office investigated the case. 

Marion Town Administrator Paul Dawson issued 
a public statement, saying, "The accusations constitute a 
staggering abuse of the public trust, and we are grateful 
to the Marion Police Department, the Inspector General's

Office, and Attorney General Maura Healey's office for 
their diligence in bringing out the details of these alleged 
thefts." 

Pickles, Tinkham, and Pickles' wife, Diane Bondi- 
Pickles, 66, are all defendants in a Plymouth County 
Superior Court civil lawsuit filed by the District on June 
22, 2018, which alleges that the three are responsible for 
roughly $838,000 in stolen District funds. The three face 
a number of civil counts that include Fraud, Conversion 
and Civil Theft, and Civil Conspiracy. 

Pickles denied any wrongdoing in his July 23, 
2018 signed affidavit and blamed his old age and lack 
of support for the various discrepancies in the financial 
records he kept, saying, "In recent years, due to my age 
and limited professional support, my record keeping has

not been what it was during my time as Town Manager in 
Marion and during my early years with the CMWRRDD. 
He denied any wrongdoing, saying, "I believe that all 
of my actions were taken in the best interests of the 
CMWRRDD." 

According to Dawson, there is no legal 
mechanism to remove Pickles from his position as town 
clerk before 2020 when the three-year position returns to 
the election ballot. 

Pickles also served several terms as an elected 
member of the Marion Board of Assessors until he was 
defeated in 2018. He was also the building commissioner 
and zoning enforcement officer for Marion before he 
retired in 2001, and served as the town administrator of 
the Town of Gosnold until he announced his retirement

Town May Join Others for Lower Electricity Rates 

Rochester Board of Selectmen 

By Jean Perry 

Like those of surrounding towns, Rochester 
residents may soon start paying less for electricity; 
however. Town Meeting voters must first approve 
joining the Southeastern Regional Planning & Economic 
Development District (SRPEDD) Community Electricity 
Aggregation, the largest in Massachusetts and the second- 
largest in the country. 

What is a community electricity aggregation 
(CEA)? As explained by John O'Rourke from Good 
Energy a municipal consulting firm, a CEA is the 
formation of a consumer buying group (various towns 
and cities) that benefits from the ability to negotiate lower 
electricity prices with more favorable terms. 

"It's simply a bulk-buying situation," said 
O'Rourke, likening it to a Costco membership of sorts 
where buying in bulk lowers the price. 

On behalf of the SRPEDD CEA, Good Energy 
"does all the heavy lifting and grunt work," said 
O'Rourke on March 18 during a presentation for the 
Rochester Board of Selectmen. Good Energy helps design 
the town's CEA plan, conducts the public outreach and 
education of residents of participating municipalities, 
procures the bids for the CEA to select, and also provides 
the town with an appropriate town meeting article for the 
warrant. 

"We do all the heavy lifting," O'Rourke told the 
selectmen, and after Town Meeting Approval on May 20, 
he said Rochester could be in the CEA by the end of this 
year. 

As of today Rochester is the only town out of 
the 20 in the SRPEDD region that is not a part of the CEA 
because, when approached by Good Energy back in 2015, 
that sitting Board of Selectmen declined to consider the 
option. Meanwhile, the participating residents of the 
other 19 other cities and towns have been paying lower 
rates such as $0.1043 per kilowatt hour, while Rochester 
residents still pay the Eversource basic service rate of 
$0.1307 per kWh. 

Cumulatively between 2016-2019, the 434,641

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CEA households have saved $41 million - that degree of 
continued savings, though, O'Rourke said, "We have to 
say that those savings are not guaranteed." 

This is how the CEA works. Once adopted by 
Town Meeting, all residents are automatically entered into 
the CEA and would notice no difference in their electric 
service, aside from the savings, and residents currently 
receiving a lower rate under a discount program would 
see no impact on that lower rate. Residents would still 
receive one bill from Eversource. The only information 
that would be different on the bill would be the name 
of the electricity provider. According to O'Rourke, 
Eversource "couldn't care less where the electricity comes 
from," while remaining the distributor, still in charge of 
metering, billing, and maintenance of the power lines. 
Legislation in the late 1990s opened up the electricity 
market to competition and forced utility companies like 
Eversource and National Grid to divest, only allowing 
them to provide the electricity transmission, delivery, and 
maintenance, O'Rourke explained. 

The CEA is fundamentally an "opt-out" program, 
meaning residents who do not wish to participate are 
allowed to withdraw within the 30-day opt-out period 
via a card provided in the mail, and after the 30 days, 
residents can still opt-out - without any penalties - 
simply by calling Eversource to inform them. 

"If you want to leave, leave anytime you want," 
said O'Rourke, "but we have more people who try to get 
in than try to get out." Those who start out skeptical, he 
said, might opt-out, but later, when they find out they are 
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paying more for electricity after talking to neighbors, they 
usually want back in - which is also possible at any time, 
said O'Rourke. 

But, why 'opt-out' instead of 'opt-in'? The short 
answer, said O'Rourke, "is because the law is written as 
an opt-out plan." The longer answer, he continued, is 
from a business point of view. Fewer consumers would 
be inclined to opt-in as opposed to opting-out - and the 
bigger the aggregate, the higher likelihood of favorable 
rates. 

Another benefit to being a part of the SRPEDD 
CEA: "It protects residents from some of these 
unscrupulous marketers that are around that will try 
to phone you, mail you things, knock on your door," 
O'Rourke said. [Their deal] looks good in the beginning. 


and then it can get crazy in terms of price." 

A small town like Rochester would benefit from 
being part of a large aggregate such as the SRPEDD CEA, 
O'Rourke said. 

"We put a specific bid out for Rochester and 
make it co-terminus with the SRPEDD aggregate," said 
O'Rourke. 

The winning bid for a cheaper electricity rate 
is selected and municipalities can lock in that rate for 
periods of two to three years. 

Furthermore, there are no out-of-pocket costs to 
the town for joining. 

For Board of Selectmen Chairman Greenwood 
"Woody" Hartley, the board should take any action it can 
on behalf of the residents "that will help them lower their 
cost of living in our town." 

Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar said she 
has spoken with several of the SRPEDD CEA towns and 
supports Rochester joining the CEA. 

"There [are] no complaints," said Szyndlar. "They 
are very happy with the program. ... They hear nothing 
(negative) from the townspeople - they seem to be very 
happy with it." 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey said he is familiar with 
the SPREDD CEA and finds no issue in Rochester joining. 

The board voted to allow the article to be added 
to the May 20 Annual Town Meeting warrant. 

Also during the meeting, the board approved a 
PILOT (payment in lieu of taxes) agreement with Clean 
Energy Collective, developer of a solar farm at 268 
Mattapoisett Road. The fixed 20-year agreement is for 
an initial payment of $17,500 with an annual 2.5-percent 
escalation, an agreement that Hartley said was ultimately 
$47,000 higher than the previous offer. 

"I think that's pretty fair," said Selectman Paul 
Ciaburri. "It's fair for everybody." 

In other matters, the board was pleased to learn 
that the Town's health insurance rates for this fiscal year 
would only increase 1.5 percent, and also appointed 
Diana Knapp to the position of assistant treasurer. 

The board voted to not exercise its Right of First 
Refusal for 2.2 acres of Chapter 61A property currently for 
sale on Dexter Lane. 

The selectmen also broached the topic of changing 
the position of town clerk from an elected position to an 
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appointed one and will discuss it at length during its next 
meeting. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for April 1 at 6:00 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 

Trash Trouble Mounts in Marion 

Marion Board of Selectmen

As Marion Town Administrator Paul Dawson 
gave his report after a long March 19 evening of plowing 
through a packed agenda, he said a project he's been 
working on "has been the most difficult project in my 
career." He was speaking of the town's need to find a 
solution to what has become its curbside trash collection 
dilemma. While the estimates have yet to be received for 
outsourcing trash collection, he said it could be as high as 
$600,000 per year. 

Dawson said that, given his impending 
retirement, it was important to leave the new town 
administrator with guidance in this matter. He asked and 
received approval to seek a quote from the firm Weston 
and Sampson, a company that has been assisting Dawson 
with solid waste disposal issues. As if that volume of 
work wasn't enough, interim Department of Public Works 
Superintendent Jon Henry was asked to come forward 
and give the Board of Selectmen his bad trash news. 

Henry said that the last operational trash truck 
blew its engine recently and was now disabled, leaving 
the Town without a vehicle for trash collection service, 
forcing the DPW to rent a truck that is costing the town 
$1,200 a day. On the bright side, he said that a used 
replacement engine had been found and that all the repair 
work could be completed by town employees. While 
it's not the ideal solution, this stopgap measure would 
grant the town a little time as it ponders its future in 
either continuing to offer its own curbside collection or 
outsourcing. 

The selectmen approved Henry's request for 
$6,200 to repair the motor with money from the Reserve 
Fund and to seek final approval from the Finance 
Committee. 

Selectman John Waterman said half joking, "Now 
when I have a bad dream it's about trash trucks." 

Staying on the theme of all things DPW, Dawson 
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said that the search for a new superintendent has 
produced two finalists who were not named. 

Dawson also reported that the RFP for a 
comprehensive wastewater management plan was 
released, as well as the RFP for trash outsourcing. 

Dawson also reviewed the 66 articles that now 
populate a draft of the Annual Town Meeting warrant. 
One of the big-ticket items is in Article 22 - $325,000 for a 
new ambulance. The selectmen agreed that this, like other 
capital improvement items, had been ''kicked down the 
road" to the point that each year made it more expensive 
to get things accomplished. Waterman also referred to 
water main issues in this vein. 

Dawson said a Special Town Meeting would also 
take place on the evening of the Annual Town Meeting 
at 7:30 pm. That meeting will address the movement 
of $63,749 from free cash to the DPW for snow and ice 
removal, but mostly to offset costs associated with broken 
down trash trucks. 

Also during the meeting, the selectmen met with 
Bernard Lynch who has been spearheading their search 
for Dawson's replacement. Lynch said that a field of 37 
applications has come down to four. Of those, two had 
withdrawn, leaving two. Those candidates are Lisa Green, 
Whitman's assistant town administrator, and Adam 
Wilson, Aquinnah's town administrator. 

Lynch shared Green's background that includes 
not only her current position, but also her former position 
as a selectman in Whitman, the chief procurement officer 
for Whitman, and grant writer, as her experience with

budget planning and personnel matters. Green also holds 
a law degree. Lynch said. 

Regarding Wilson's background. Lynch said he 
was currently in the role of town administrator to a small 
but complex community that requires the handling and 
understanding of federal lands and Native American 
rights. Lynch said that Wilson has had to work with both 
seasonal and year-round residents and visitors, as well 
as environmental issues. Wilson holds a masters degree 
in public administration and has worked in Washington, 
D.C. as an aid. 

The selectmen planned a meeting to interview the 
candidates on Monday, March 25, at 5:30 pm in the Town 
Fiouse conference room. 

Earlier in the evening, the selectmen met with 
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Finance Committee Chairman Peter Winters and FinCom 
member Margie Baldwin. The committee members 
discussed the issue of reserve funds and whether or not 
those funds should be utilized to balance out employment 
contractual agreements or for emergencies to pay for 
unexpected expenses. 

There was a fair amount of discussion as the 
selectmen were not in agreement with Winters and 
Baldwin who believed the account should be used for 
emergencies versus adding employees to the payroll. 

This conversation steamrolled into a wide range of other 
topics, such as Dawson's statement that the DPW needed 
at least two more staff members to handle the overload in 
the office. 

Coming back to the issue of how the Reserve 
Fund should be used and for what. Winters said, "If you 
move it for contract negotiations you can only use it that 
way ... it decreases the flexibility." 

Finance Director Judy Mooney said, "Reserve 
funds are for unforeseen expenses. Most towns do an 
article for contract negotiations or put it in the budget of 
specific departments." 

Looking back over the past five years, Mooney 
found that the town averaged a sum of $61,000 for 
contracts and $57,000 for unexpected expenses. 

A bit of frustration flared as Dawson defended 
the selectmen, saying that the budget was balanced and, 
furthermore: "the Finance Committee is an advisory 
board," not responsible for running the entire town. 

Winters pointed out that between the FY20 
budget and anticipated capital improvements, a 
whopping $41,000,000 is what taxpayers would be 
looking at. Waterman tempered that statement, saying, 
"Those are two very different budgets." 

The next regularly scheduled meeting of the 
Marion Board of Selectmen will be on April 2 at 7:00 pm 
at the Marion Town House. 

Marijuana Cultivation Proposed for 
Mattapoisett 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

Coming before the Mattapoisett Planning Board 
on March 18 was David Mclntire and Attorney Phil 
Silverman with a business proposal for a marijuana 
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cultivation facility in the industrial zone off North Street 
- a business with the potential to provide 30 new jobs and 
from $150,000 to $225,000 annually for the town. 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne opened the 
45-minute informal discussion on the potential of this 
business, saying, 'T spoke to David [Mclntire] about the 
prospect for marijuana manufacturing as permitted by 
the zoning bylaw and found it interesting," Gagne said 
he thought the proposal deserved public airing and that it 
was a novel idea for filling the town's coffers with money 
from a potential Host Community Agreement - money 
that could be used for capital improvements. 

The cannabis cultivated inside the 25,000 square- 
foot "heavy-duty industrial operation," as Silverman 
described it, would be harvested and the oils extracted 


from the plants to make creams, salves, and edible 
items such as brownies. While there would be no 
on-site retail sales to either medical or recreational 
marijuana users, wholesale distribution was part of the 
plan - about $15 million is wholesale distribution sales 
- but not exclusively to medical dispensaries, which is 
where the sticking point stood. 

The current local bylaw that has been in place 
since January 2019 does not allow the sale of marijuana 
for recreational use in Mattapoisett. 

"One of the things we have to look at is the 
bylaw," said Gagne. "It prohibits any retail sales. ... 

The [business] proposal does include a clause for 
wholesale sales." 

According to Gagne, the town's bylaw would 
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have to be modified so that wholesale activities could 
take place. 

For the Planning Board, its members concurred 
that the bylaw, as it stands, would be a sticking point, 
and that any modifications to the bylaw would have to 
go through the public hearing process and then on to 
Town Meeting for approval. However, it was unclear 
who would ultimately go before Town Meeting with 
a bylaw amendment article - the property owner, the 
Board of Selectmen, or the Planning Board. 

Silverman entertained several questions 
regarding site security, security in transporting the 
finished product, employee safety while processing 
the plants, water consumption and sewer outflow, 
frequency of inspections, and hours of operation, to 
which he deftly responded. 

Silverman explained how such cultivation 
facilities handle security issues saying, "These places 
are more secure then a bank." He said that employees 
would undergo thorough background checks, 
including CORI checks. He also described how the 
plants themselves are heavily secured from seed to 
flower, including receiving barcodes and daily weigh- 
ins to ensure nothing is being stolen. 

The building would be thoroughly covered 
with security cameras and at all entrances and exits, 
Silverman said, and secured by an alarm system, on¬ 
site security personnel, and a vault to store finished 
products. He said the facility operators would work 
closely with local law enforcement. 

Selectman Paul Silva asked Silverman if a 
Community Host Agreement could be for more than 
five years, and Silverman explained that currently 
only five-year plans are allowed in Massachusetts. 

That prompted Silva to wonder how a municipality 
could offset capital projects requiring large financial 
commitments with Community Impact Fees if there 
were no guarantees of funding beyond the five years. 

"Citizens may need to pick up the bond," said 

Silva. 

Silverman suggested that budget planning that 
would be paid for with Community Host Agreement 
fees should not go beyond that five-year agreement. 

Some of the board's other questions, though, 
were beyond Silverman's technical expertise, he 
conceded, but he promised that "good answers" would 
be provided for all questions as the review process 
moved forward. 

In other business, Scott Snow's request to 
continue his Form C Definitive Subdivision Plan was 
granted for April 1. Snow, however, was denied an 
extension until May 15 of the original filing. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for April 1 at 7:00 pm in the Town 
Hall conference room. 

Solar Farm Denial Clears the Way for Second 40B 

Marion Planning Board

The developer of the 40B housing development 
off Route 105 in Marion is now looking to construct a 
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second 40B project on a lot located off Wareham Street - a 
lot made controversial recently with the Marion Planning 
Board's denial of a large-scale solar farm once slated for 
the site. 

During the Marion Planning Board meeting on 
March 18, an update on SRPEDD's study of the Route 6 
corridor led to the disclosure of housing developer Ken 
Steen's tentative purchase of 78 Wareham Street and a 
plan to construct a 96-unit 40B residential development 
where ZPT Energy Solutions wanted to put its solar farm. 

The Planning Board denied ZPT's Special 
Permit application on December 3, 2018 based on its 
interpretation of the solar bylaw's prohibition of "large- 
scale" clearing of trees. ZPT proposed clearing 86 percent 
of the 22-acre lot, and the Special Permit denial resulted in 
ZPT filing a lawsuit against the board. 

During the Planning Board's December 10 
meeting to finalize the language of its written decision. 
Finance Committee member Alan Minard expressed his 
disappointment with the denial and endorsed the solar 
farm because it would have been "a major economic 
benefit by avoiding lots of houses, 40Bs, [and] condos." 

He said the solar farm would have benefitted the town 
because "the school bus does not pull up next to it." 

Bringing Steen's tentative plan to the forefront 
that evening was resident Sherman Briggs who has been 
working with the Planning Board for several months 
now (if not years) on constructing a 27-unit residential 
community on his land located off Spring Street. Briggs' 
concern was that the SRPEDD Route 6 study would 
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progress before the chance to study the 96-unit 40B 
development's impact on traffic on Marion's stretch of 
Route 6. 

Planning Board member Andrew Daniel said the 
board had no plans before it that night, so discussing it 
would be "putting the cart before the horse." 

Briggs, however, responded by saying, "That 
corridor will be used for a lot of density," and he urged 
the board to consider the very real possibility of the 40B 
coming to fruition as the board confers with SRPEDD. 

"The way you do things around here, it's all 
backwards," said Briggs. "We need to think about this, [it] 
could be a tremendous impact." 

Eileen Marum and Chris Collings were the two 
dissenting voices on the Planning Board in December, 
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with both of them in favor of the solar farm. 

Norm Hills, a Planning Board member and 
the chairman of the Board of Selectmen, voted to deny 
ZPT's Special Permit and suggested that someone should 
confirm whether ZPT's lawsuit has been dropped. 

"When we know there's an actual agreement, we 
can sit down and talk with them," Hills said, referring to 
Steen and the potential 40B. 

Briggs, however, reminded Hills, "[A] 40B goes 
to the ZBA, not the Planning Board. Why I stepped up 
(to speak) is so we can bring [it] to the state - what's 
happening from there to the bridge." 

The Wanderer could not confirm Steen's intent 
to purchase 78 Wareham Street before press time, but 
during a follow-up interview, Briggs disclosed that he 
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had spoken with Steen who informed Briggs that he is 
purchasing the property and developing the plans for a 
96-unit 40B, which could provide Marion with additional 
affordable housing. 

Steen is the developer of Marion Village 
Estates, the 96-unit 40B residential development off 
Route 105. Steen is also developing a 208-unit "40R" 
in Rochester. Municipalities consider a 40R to be more 
like a "friendlier 40B," allowing the town to enforce its 
zoning requirements over the project and also collect 
financial reimbursement from the state to help offset the 
costs of increased demands on municipal services. There 
are, however, certain specifications required in order 
for a project to qualify as a 40R, such as a project's close 
proximity to public transportation. 

Also during the meeting, a pre-submission 
conference with a business in town looking to move to a 
new location dominated most of the evening's discussion. 

AIS, Inc. is losing its lease with Lockheed Martin 
on Barnabas Road by the end of the year and proposes 
constructing a new building on property located on Route 
6 . 

"I live in Marion. I like commuting five minutes," 
quipped AIS president Arvidas Poshkus - a reason for 
proposing his new structure. 

John Morrissey, the general contractor for the 
AIS, Inc. project, stated that his client recently signed a 
purchase and sale agreement for 304 Wareham Road. The 
proposed building that would house the scientific marine 
services company will be an approximately 7,450 square- 
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foot, two-story structure, including 1,000 square feet of 
storage and company offices on the first floor and 2/3 of 
the second floor. 

The company currently leases 6,500 square feet, 
but Poshkus anticipates getting more equipment, such as 
long cables for ships, for which the ''flex space" would be 
an advantage. 

Acting Chairman Steve Kokkins inquired about 
the hours of operation, which Poshkus described as 
"24/7" with just a few people on the weekends. The 
company also repairs equipment such as survival suits, 
seismic recorders, and infrared devices. 

AIS employs about 200 people throughout 
the country and serves from Maine to North Carolina. 
Poshkus said there would be between 15 and 20 people on 
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daily, with most employees working between 7:00 am and 
7:00 pm. 

The 1-acre site has adequate frontage on Route 6. 
The front parking lot will be paved with asphalt, with the 
back lot covered with crushed stone. There is no outside 
storage proposed, nor any on-site storage of chemicals. 

Engineer Ken Motta, hired by Poshkus for 
development of the site plan, responded to concerns from 
the board about traffic in the area. Hills informed Poshkus 
that this new construction triggers a Major Site Plan 
Review, which includes a traffic study. Motta noted that 
he will be examining the sight line distances both east and 
westbound on Route 6. 

Motta said he intends to ''optimize the sight 
distances in each direction." 
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In other matters, the board heard the application 
for a Special Permit for a change of use of the Masonic 
Lodge located at 11 Spring Street. 

Jason Vaninwegen, vice president and chairman 
of the Pythagorean Building Association, stated that the 
prospective tenants, Russell and Bridget Benoit, propose a 
physical therapy and coaching business for the first floor 
of the building. 

Vaninwegen spoke with the building 
commissioner, who told him that medical use was a 
permitted use with Planning Board approval in the 
Residence B district. 

One parking space is required for every 150 
square feet of commercial space, resulting in 10 spaces 
required. Vaninwegen stated there are 11 spaces available 
for the business, in addition to on-street parking, and the 
spaces the lodge leases to the neighboring dentist office. 

Historically, the first floor of the building has been 
used for a drug store, a hardware store, and an art gallery 
with retail space. The lodge will continue to use the 
second floor and half of the downstairs for its purposes. 

The board unanimously approved the Special 
Permit, with Kokkins recusing himself as a member of the 
lodge. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
is scheduled for April 1 at 7:00 pm in the Marion Town 
House. 
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ConCom Advances H20 Infrastructure Work 

Marion Conservation Commission

The Marion Conservation Commission issued 
two permits on March 13 for infrastructure projects to 
improve drainage and water flow within the Town of 
Marion. 

The commission listened as Mass Department 
of Transportation Highway Division District 5 
Environmental Engineer Andrea Coates described the 
Request for Determination of Applicability application 
for the proposed solution to a longstanding and frequent 
drainage issue that has threatened to overtop Route 6 near 
265 Wareham Street. 

The MassDOT Highway Division will remove

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a 12-inch diameter tree at the location and excavate an 
area approximately 12 feet by 8 feet from the northern 
headwall of the culvert to the sidewalk in order to repair 
or replace a 21-foot by 18-inch pipe. 

The frequent flooding in the area, Coates stated, 
was the result of a broken or clogged drainage pipe 
underneath the sidewalk area. 

The Highway Division had "jetted" the pipe, 
attempting to remove the obstruction with pressurized 
water, but was unsuccessful. Commission associate 
member Dale Jones inquired if a camera was used, but 
Coates said there was too much water in the pipe to make 
any useful observations. 

Coates cited cracks in the sidewalk running 
parallel to the pipe as evidence that the pipe might be 
collapsed, causing the sidewalk to settle. 

Once the area is excavated, the MDH will 
evaluate the pipe, patch it if possible, or replace it if 
necessary, and place siltation barriers down gradient of 
the headwall in the area of excavation. 

Coates expects the work to begin this summer. 

The commission issued a Negative determination, 
which means the work will not alter or impact the 
wetlands. 

Also during the meeting, the commission 
issued an Order of Conditions for the work proposed 
by the Marion Department of Public Works to construct 
approximately 6,200 linear feet of 12-inch iron ductile 
water main along Mill Street (Route 6) from the Mill Street 
water tank to the end of the pre-existing 6-inch water 
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main between Sparrow Lane and Rocky Knook Lane. 

The replacement of the pipe is an effort to increase 
water flow to the fire hydrants and residences in this area, 
and resulted from a study commissioned by the Town to 
determine infrastructure needs within Marion. 

This evening was a continued public hearing, as 
the engineer for the project, Meghan Davis of Tata and 
Fioward, Inc., had awaited the response from the Natural 
Fieritage and Endangered Species Program (NHESP). 
Davis received word from NHESP that the project would 
not adversely impact the habitat of the protected species 
in the area. 

The commission issued the approval, however the 
project is still subject to Annual Town Meeting funding 
appropriation before it can move forward. 


Cynthia Paliotta of 119 Converse Road came 
before the commission with an RDA to remove four oak 
trees located along the property line. The trees, Paliotta 
said, pose a threat to her neighbor's house in the event of 
a severe windstorm. 

"Tm protecting my interests," Paliotta said. "[The 
neighbor's] house is listed at $1.6 million dollars. ... We 
lost 44 trees during the last big storm." 

The commission had been to the site, and 
Chairman Jeff Doubrava stated that he wasn't sure 
which trees Paliotta was requesting to remove. He had 
thought she was referring to a group of white pines on 
the property, but it became clear that the trees to which 
Paliotta was referring were likely located in the wetland 
resource area on the property. The commission decided 
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that they needed to revisit the site, and asked Paliotta to 
mark the trees in preparation for their visit. 

The hearing was continued to March 27. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for March 27 at 7:00 pm in the 
Marion Town House. 


Mattapoisett Schools See Decreasing 
Enrollment 

Mattapoisett Finance Committee

The numbers don't lie, as the saying goes. And 
the numbers of students enrolling in Mattapoisett's 
local schools - Center School and Old Hammondtown 
School - continues to trend downward. This fact has been 
discussed at many school committee and other Town 
board meetings for the last several years. 

Bolstered by census numbers and projections 
developed by studies undertaken by Southeastern 
Regional Planning and Development District, the 
population trends for Mattapoisett and the whole of Tri- 
Town has shown an increase in the number of people 
nearing or of retirement age and beyond versus younger. 
On March 13, that decline was again discussed as the 
Mattapoisett Finance Committee met with Superintendent 
of Schools Dr. Doug White and local school Principal Rose 
Bowman to review the fiscal year 2020 school budget. 

According to both White and Bowman, in 
keeping with enrollment projections, they have cut 
another teaching position from the budget, as has been 
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the practice for the last couple years. 

''We have been reducing [by] one classroom 
teacher and managed the classroom size," White said. 

In their report titled "Actual and Projected 
Enrollment", the Center School student population for 
the 2018-2019 school year stood at 254, with three classes 
each for grades kindergarten through grade 3. Old 
Hammondtown School had 191 students for grades 4, 5, 
and 6, with grade 4 having three classes and grades 5 and 
6 with four classes each. The elementary classes averaged 
17 students per class. 

The projected classroom numbers were virtually 
the same for the 2019-2020 school year. Center School 
projections stand at 255 and Old Hammondtown at 191. 
Grades kindergarten through 3 are planned to have three 
classes each with an average class size of 18 students. Old 
Hammondtown, with the staff reduction, will have three 
classes each for grades 4, 5, and 6, with an average class 
size of 18. 

As for the budget. White discussed 
contractual increases for teaching staff along with 
modest administrative upticks. He also said that Old 
Hammondtown is no longer considered a Title I school; 
therefore, it is no longer eligible for grants under that 
program. This will equate to a revenue source shortfall 
of $18,000, which, he said, "We'll have to pick-up in the 
budget." 

Finance Committee Chairman Pat Donoghue 
asked, "What does the Title I teacher do?" Bowman 
answered, "Those students are provided support in

Bowman said, a paraprofessional provided the assistance. 

The budget breakdown listed a line item of 
$28,858 for a Title I reading tutor and $26,020 for a Title I 
math tutor. 

The costs paid by the Town for older students 
attending Bristol County Agricultural High School are 
born out in the local school budget. White said. For the 
coming school year, that figure is $83,100. An additional 
cost of $30,000 for transportation was also listed.

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conducted, which includes staking out a residence. He 
said that when a student enrolls in school, the parents 
are required to provide supporting documentation. 

White confirmed that, in such cases, if it is proven that a 
student is not a resident of the town, the family is asked to 
withdraw the student. 

Bowman said, in cases where a family may be 
moving out of the community after April, students may be 
allowed to finish the school year in Mattapoisett. 

But, even if such cases are uncovered, Donoghue 
said, ''There's no bump up in the numbers. They are 
shrinking."

breaststroke for Old Rochester Regional (ORR) boys 
swimming at the 2017-18 Division 2 State Championships, 
the Bulldogs have themselves another state champion. 

Jacob Cuoco, only a sophomore, became the state 
champion in the 100 butterfly after powering his way to 
a 50.96-second finish. Cuoco narrowly edged out Grant 
Beebe of Nantucket, who swam the 100 butterfly in 51.02 
seconds. The Nantucket sophomore had beaten Cuoco 
in their previous matchup at South Sectionals. Cuoco 
finished the heat in 51.86 seconds, narrowly losing to 
Beebe, who finished up in 51.47 seconds. 

But Cuoco was able to make the jump from one 
meet to the next to earn himself his first state title. As 
much as he put in the extra work throughout the course 
of the season, there wasn't anything different he did 
physically or in terms of his preparation heading into 
the final meet of the year. At least, nothing physically 
changed for Cuoco. 

The sophomore did make a slight change 
to his mental approach heading into the Div. 2 State 
Championships. He wasn't thinking about winning or 
even finishing in the top-10. Cuoco didn't place his focus 
on beating Beebe in the 100 butterfly either. All he was 
looking to do was stay under 51 seconds in the event. 

"I was just like, 'I won't care about the placement 
at all. All I care about is getting under a 51.' And that's 
what I did," Cuoco said. "When I finished, I didn't realize 
I'd won. I asked my timer, 'Wait, did I win?' He said, 'I 
think so.' and looked at the board and said 'Yeah, dude. 
You won.' I was really, really surprised."

Cuoco took the approach knowing full well the 
race would be tight and that he couldn't afford to give up 
an inch. If he got caught up in what his competitors were 
doing, then he'd be left in their wake. Given the top-six 
finishers in the 100 butterfly all clocking within 1.81, his 
line of thinking proved true. 

"We were grouped so closely together so I figured 
it could go any way," Cuoco said. "None of us were 
really ahead of each other. We were milliseconds apart. 

So I wasn't focused on placement as much because I 
could have been all over the place. I was just focusing on 
dropping my time." 

Cuoco also competed in three relay events for 
ORR at the Div. 2 State (Championships, securing two top- 
10 finishes. Both the 200 free relay (1:34.31) and the 400 
free relay (3:28.94) came in 10*^ place. Cuoco also swam 
a leg for the 13*^ place for the 200 medley relay team that 
finished in 1:46.61. 

For a litany of reasons, Cuoco has a bright future 
ahead of him. One reason among them: he still has two 
years of high school ahead of him. 

"He's a sophomore: he's 16 years old, and he's 
not done growing," ORR swimming coach Mitch Suzan 
said. "As he gets bigger and stronger, he's only going to 
be more powerful in the pool." 

Old Rochester Regional graduate class of 
2017 Ryan Beatty built on his freshman season with 
the University of New England's basketball team. He 
averaged 9.6 points per game, shot 38.4 percent from the 
floor, and averaged 3.3 rebounds per game throughout

Spider-Man: Into the Spider-Verse, With the voices 
of Shameik Moore and Jake Johnson. Directed by 
Bob Persichetti, Peter Ramsey and Rodney Rothman. 
Running time: 117 minutes. MPAA rating: PG. Available 
this week on digital and physical home media. 

There are times when the mostly rightly- 
acclaimed Spider-Man: Into the Spider-Verse is a bit 
much — mainly towards the end, because the movie 
is also a bit long. I can't get mad at it, though. Its too- 
muchness is almost all creative; it has an abundance 
of ideas, invention, color, visual and verbal wit. It's an 
overflowing package — I would say "generous," except 
that at a certain level of corporate involvement, the word 
has a whiff of panem et circenses. Due to cross-marketing 
synergy, the soundtrack is spangled with recording artists 
from the 2010s; future generations of movie-lovers, if 
any, may smirk at the film and tweet "OMG #so2010s," 
the way '90s movies are now pegged immediately by the 
presence of the Wallflowers or No Doubt. 

Until its shoulder touch becomes a little grating, 
Spider-Verse is good raucous fun — fluid and fast, 
though swollen with incident. If nothing else, it's a wet 
finger held up to the winds of where animation is now, 
technically. The movie keeps up a constant visual whiz- 
bang that would have been unimaginable, and maybe 
neurologically unreadable, twenty years ago. (And 
1999, you'll remember, gave us the visual game-changer 
The Matrix.) The animation here is used for its nearly 
endless potential to deliver images, sequences, transitions 
impossible in live action. Some of it continues techniques 
the Fleischer brothers were using a hundred years ago; 
some of it pushes the lateral editing of Natural Born Killers 
forward a few steps. Spider-Verse is the present and future 
of its medium, and it was rightly awarded at the Oscars 
accordingly. 

The technical flourishes help to sell the story, 
which really couldn't be told as easily in live action. 

We're in Manhattan, or Sony/Marvel's Manhattan, where 
Spider-Man exists but Iron Man and the X-Men don't. 
(Don't ask.) Peter Parker (voice by Chris Pine) wears the 
spider-suit, swinging around and fighting crime. He's 
been at it for about ten years — he's 26 now. Fortunately, 
teenager Miles Morales (Shameik Moore) gets bitten by 
a radioactive spider himself, and gains many of Peter's 
same powers plus a couple all his own — he can turn 
invisible and zap his enemies with electricity, though he 
can't yet control those things. Spider-Man's adversary the 
Kingpin (Liev Schreiber) wants to open a portal to other 
dimensions, and his experiments, led by Olivia Octavius 



(Kathryn Hahn), pull a bunch of alternate-universe 
Spideys into Miles and Peter's realm — Spider-Gwen, 
Spider-Man Noir, Peni Parker, an older Peter Parker, and, 
last but not least, Spider-Ham. 

The nice thing about Spider-Verse is that a 
viewer young or old can come to it pretty clean of prior 
experience with Spider-Man. All the alternate Spideys 
are from the comic books, but you don't need to have 
read any of them — I haven't — to enjoy the characters 
here. Each Spider-Variant's origin story is recounted in 
quick, nimble shorthand, and you get a sense of each 
one's personality and demons — they've all suffered 
bereavement of some sort. Even the Kingpin, rendered 
as a white monolith inspired by artist Bill Sienkiewicz's 
expressionist take, has a motive grounded in grief: his 
blameless wife Vanessa and son witnessed him beating up 
Spider-Man, fled, and died in a car accident. The Kingpin 
therefore wants to access universes in which his wife and 
son are still alive. Another villain. Prowler, turns out to be 
more sympathetic than we first assume. Marvel's super¬ 
foe roster is generally full of bad guys / girls who aren't 
evil for the hell of it — they have tragic flaws. 

All the Spider-People join forces to defeat Kingpin 
and his minions, and in the resulting whirligig of action 
some of their individuality gets lost. It's ultimately 
Miles' story — I suppose we need to thank the superhero 
genre for creating a context for a young hero of African- 
American and Puerto Rican extraction. (Without the 
superpowers Miles would probably be the protagonist 
of an indie flick you'd have to drive into the big city to 
see.) Spider-Verse is inclusive and welcoming of diversity; 
its wildly divergent heroes get along, united by their 
similarities of origin and skill set. It is everything a 
specific, noxious breed of sexist, racist, humorless alt-right 
fanboy despises, and its success should be celebrated on 
that level. As for me. I'm glad I saw it, I might revisit it 
in the proper mood, and I admire it as a glistening piece 
of pop art. But its corporate pizzazz chills me a little. 

A good way to milk a franchise for even more sequels 
and crossovers and merchandise than would normally 
be possible is to introduce alternate universes into it. 
Suddenly you have much more licensable content, and if 
an actor wants more money for a sequel, you just bring in 
an alternate version of the character for a less pricey actor. 
With great power must come great responsibility to the 
shareholders.

Marion (Old 

Rochester) is one of the oldest towns in the United States, 
and the Sippican Historical Society maintains an extensive 
collection of documentation on its historic buildings. The 
Sippican Historical Society will preview one building a 
week so that the residents of Marion can understand more 
about its unique historical architecture. 

This installment features 460 Front Street. Built 
in 1799, the large late Georgian residence at 460 Front 
Street was built for the first minister of Marion's first 
Congregational Church, Rev. Oliver Cobb. The generous 
size of this house reflects Rev. Cobb's standing within the 
community. This house, which is set back and faces an 
ample lawn, is a rare late 18th-century Marion example of 
a two-story house at the time when one-story Capes were 
the predominant building type.
